HISTORY OF THE ARCTIC WINTER GAMES 9 


The Arctic Winter Games were conceived during the Canada Winter Games 
which were held in Quebec City during the Winter of 1967. 

At that time the concept was discussed by S. M. Hodgson, Commissioner of 
the Northwest Territories, and Mr. R. Orange, the Member of Parliament for the 
Northwest Territories. They felt that sport in the Northwest Territories 
could be better developed if athletes in the Territories were given the 
opportunity to compete in the level of competition more suitable to their own 
standards. They were of the opinion that those areas above the sixtieth 
parallet of latitude had some sporting events in common and could provide each 
other with a similar calibre of competition. With these ideas in mind, | 
Commissioner James Smith of the Yukon Territory and Governor Walter J. Hickel 
of Alaska were contacted with the proposal that the three areas organize and 
stage Arctic Winter Games. 

As a result, the first Arctic Winter Games involved three areas, the 
State of Alaska, the Yukon Territory, and the Norhtwest Territories. Staged 
in Yellowknife, capital of the Northwest Terriroies, during the week of 
March 9 to 14, 1970, the Games were an outstanding success with 710 partici- 
pants having competed for honours. 

The responsibility for the organization and conduct of the Arctic Winter 
Games was vested in the Arctic Winter Games Corporation which is composed of 
two representative members for each of the member units. The President of 
the Corporation and its officers are elected by the board from among its 
membership. 

In 1972, a successful Second Arctic Winter Games was held in Whitehorse, 
Yukon Territory. At this time, the membership was increased by the entry of 
"Arctic Quebec" and included interested observers from Greenland and Russia. 

In keeping with the policy of a Games every two years, the third Arctic 
Winter Games was held in the City of Anchorage from 3 to 10 March, 1974, with 
over 1,100 athletes in competition. Observers from Labrador, a possible 
future entry in the Games, were present. 

A complete rotation of Games sites was realized in 1976 when the fourth 
Arctic Winter Games were held. The community of Schefferville, Quebec,hosted 
the Games on behalf of Arctic Quebec, in March of 1976 with over 1,000 
athletes participating. 


This year the Games site has returned to the Northwest Territories and is 
being hosted by the communities of Hay River and Pine Point. This marks the 
beginning of a second round of biennial Games which have become a tradition 
over the last few years in each of the respective participating Territories. 

We look forward to welcoming you to this year's Arctic Winter Games and 
ask you to keep in mind the sixth Arctic Winter Games to be held in the : 
Yukon in 1980. 


10 INUKSHUK 
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Inukshuks, silent witnesses to an early Eskimo culture are found above 


the treeline in the Canadian Arctic. 


Built to resemble a human figure, Inukshuks (meaning something acting in 
the capacity of a man) were used in hunting to make up for the nomadic Eski- 
mo's shortage of manpower. They were strategically placed to frighten caribou 
herds into channels where hunters with bows and arrows or spears awaited them. 


They also served as landmarks to aid.in sled and boat navigation. One 
theory suggests they may have served as gods, to be appeased before under- 
taking a long journey. Possibly, too, a few were built to pass the time. 


In the Arctic, Inukshuks can be found singly or in clusters. Today these 
mysterious structures often predating existing Inuit (Eskimo) groups, continue 
‘their vigil at many locations...the Keewatin barrenlands, parts of Baffin 
Island, the high Arctic Islands, particularly Victoria Island. 


Near the small community of Holman, several Inukshuks perched atop a 
rocky hill guide today's boat travellers to the settlement. 


Inukshuks, as historical landmarks of the north have played an important 
role in the history of parts of the Arctic and it is therefore significant 
that the Inukshuk has been selected as the official symbol for the 1978 Hay 
River/Pine Point Arctic Winter Games.

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CONCEPT OF THE ARCTIC WINTER GAMES 
CONCEPT OF THE ARCTIC WINTER GA 


The Arctic Winter Games furnish the opportunity through sports, for the 
social and cultural meeting for people of the Arctic to become acquainted with 
both their differences and similarities. 

The Games provide for the coming together of residents of the Arctic 
areas without regard to difference of language, race, colour or creed. 

Achievements of excellence must be considered as a desirable result 
rather than the objective of the Games. It is therefore appropriate to recall] 

that the Games, in their aims and actual operation, should involve a wide 
variety of athletic, social, and cultural activities, originating in the 
activities of the Arctic peoples, stimulated to rise to a high level of 
achievement. The final meeting in competition, display or performance of 

the few is only the culmination of all the Promotion and participation at the 
mass level. Individual achievement in the course of training, or selection 
for the Games, or in the ultimate competition, should therefore be looked on 
as the means of encouragement and promotion of activities within the part- 


icipating units. It is always appropriate to give reasonable recognition to 
the efforts contributed by individuals and the success of the teams in the 
Games. 

All activities leading toward the results of common goals are held to be 
of value, and these do not imply the surrender of those things which are for 
the participants considered rights, or accepted and recognized habits as ways 
Of 11fes 


ELIGIBILITY OF ATHLETES 
To be eligible to compete in the Arctic Winter Games, a competitor shall: 
a) Be resident in the States of Alaska, Yukon Territories, or Northwest 
Territories. 
b) Have been a continuous resident of the participating unit for six months 
prior to the opening day of the Games. 
c) Be a member of a Sports Association affiliated with a National Sports 
Governing Body. 
d) Not have competed in an International Championship as a member of a 
National Team in any sport within one year of the opening date of the Games. 
If he competes in a National Event, he is Still eligible to compete in the 
Games. 
e) Compete in one sport only. 
f) Meet entry requirements. 
Note: A competitor attending school or university outside a participating 
unit is deemed to be a continuous resident in accordance with (a) if his 
residence prior to the start of the school year was ina participating unit, 
and he will be eligible to compete, at his option, for residence unit in 
which he is attending school. 
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PROTEST 


Each sport shall have a sport jury usually composed of: 
Sports Co-ordinator 

Chief Referee 

Chief Scorer of the Sport 


Procedure: 


a) At the time of the infraction, the Coach or Manager of the protesting 
team will advise the Chief Official of the event. The game will continue 
after the protest has been noted by the Chief Of hinia 


b) A protest shall be prepared in duplicate and presented to the Sports Chair- 
person with a $50.00 certified deposit within one hour of the official score 
being posted, duly signed by the Chef de Mission or duty mission staff of the 
protesting unit. 


c) The Sports Jury will meet immediately and review the protest, rendering a 
decision within one hour of the protest being received by the Sports Chair- 
person. 


d) The Sports Jury will advise the Chief Scorer in writing of their decision 
immediately. 


DISCIPLINE 
General: 


It is the responsibility of each player and team official to conduct himself or 
herself in a dignified and sportsmanlike manner. Competitors are under 
twenty-four hour supervision of their respective team officials who are 
responsible to the Chefs de Mission, who in turn are responsible to the Games 
Corporation and the Host Organization. ; 


Irregular Conduct: 


Any player or team official who, in the opinion of the Host Organization, the 
Games Corporation, or Chef de Mission of his own unit, is guilty of irregular 
conduct may be withdrawn from the Games. 

Parades and Presentations:

All players and team officials will occupy the accomodation provided by the 
Host Organization which jis approved by the Arctic Winter Games Corporation. 


Curfew: 


The curfew or lights-out as designated by the Host Organization will be ad- 
hered to by all players and team officials. 


Accomodation:

Organization which is approved by the Arctic Winter Games Corporation.
